Note has been made that about 166~-, SAMUEL WEEKES, shipwright of Beanketank 
in Lancaster Co., makes deed of gift to his wife FRANCES; on condition 
that at his death she pay off his debts, and especially noted are those 
to Abraham Russell of Sittingbourne Parish. No connection has yet been 
found between these two men, ABRAHAM WEEKES & GAMUEL WEEKES, But ABRAHAM 
did patent land on the Peanketank in Lancaster in 1683 and devised it to 
his only son, Francis - or else made deed of gift. Francis, in turn, made 
deed of gift to his wife and sons, 


Al Mrs.Nugent's references to WEEKES prior to 1666 have been noted. 


The question is: Is ABRAHAM WEEKES a descendant of Capt.FRANCIS HOBBS of Isle 


of Wight County; or, is his wife, MELLICENT ?
